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MAIN FEATURES 

Tota! unemployment during January 1980 was 
estimated at 105,600 persons, or 6-0 per cent of 
the Jabour force. The January 1980 estimate was 
almost the same as the estimate of 105,100 (6.1 
per cent) unemployed persons a year earlier in 
January 1979. 

Unemployment among married females continued 
fo decline markedly, with an estimated [5, 300 
unemployed in January 1980, compared with 19,100 
1979 and 24,300 in November 1979. 
However, there was a significant increase

Of the total unemployed persons, an 
estimated 41,200 (39.0 per cent) were aged 15 to 
19 years, giving that gfoup an unemployment rate 
of 19.1 per cent.

EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 

This monthly publication, iigerh 
published for August 1978, contains Victorian 
fabOur fofce estimates delved from the 


population survey conducted throughout Australia 
each month by the Australian Bureau of 
Statistics. Before February 1978 the survey was 
conducted on a quarterly basis in the months of 
February, May, August, and November each year. 


Conduct of ABS population survay 
2. The survey is based on a multi-stage 


area sample of private dwellings (about 6,500 


houses, flats, etc-} and non-private dwellings 
(hofels, motels, etc.) and covers about one half 
of one per cent of the Victorian population. 
The information fs obtaiMed from the occupants 
of selected dwellings by carefully chosen and 
specially trained The interviews 
are generally conducted during the two weeks 
beginning on the Monday between the 6th and the 
I2th of each month. Because of operational

Rel fability of estimates 

5. Since the estimates In this publication 
are based on Information obtained from occupants 
of a sample of dwellings they, and the movements 
derived from them, are subject to sampling 
variability; that Is, they may differ from the 
figures that would have been produced if al! 
dwellings hed been included In the survey. One 
Measure of the likely difference fis given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to 
which an estimate might have varied by chance 
because only a sample of dwetlings was Included 
in the survey. There are about two chances in 
three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the figure that 
would have been obtained if all dwellings had 
Included in the survey, and about nineteen 
twenty that the difference will be
